The two cakes which Miss Colling 


had for a lesson today was a spiced 
layer cake and an angel's food and as 
she works she not only tells just howr 
to make those two cakes but gives 
many points about cuke making in 
general which will be of untold value, 
to housekeepers. 
She gives each lady 


a sample of the take that they may see 
for themselves just how delicious they 
are. The receiots for the cakes made 
this afternoon are as follows: 


Three-quarters oup of butter, one 


pound of sugar, one cup of water, four 
eggs, three cups of Hour, one and one- 
half teaspoonfuls of cinnamon, one and 
one-half teaspoonfuls of cloves, one 
nutmeg, three even teaspoonl'uls of 
baking powder. 


Cream the butter, add the sugar by 


decrees, then add the yolks of the eggs 
and beat well, uow add the water and 
water alternately a little at the time, 
then the spices and the baking powder 
and last the well beaten whites of the 
eggs. Bake !u three deep jelly cake 
tins and spread between the layers and 
on top a soft icing. 


Angel Food—The whites of ten eggs, 


a cup and a half of granulated sugar, 
one cup of sited Hour, one level tea- 
spoonful of cream of tartar and one 
teaspoonful of 
vanilla extract. 
Sift 


the flower twice, then measure and 
add the cream of tartar, and sift five 
times more. Sift the sugar twice, beat 
the whites of the eggs until very stiff, 
add the sugar trradually, stirring it 
lightly, add the 11.mr gradually, then 
the vanilla, and i urn at once into an 
ungreased angel food tin. Bake in a 
very slow oven about one hour.

Sraw upon, cannot take Roosevelt as 
the sole and the infallible authority 
upon the battle career of his regiment. 


From the acconnts popularly accept- 


ed of the charge np San Juan hill one 
gleans that the rough riders, led by 
their colonel, initiated and 
carried 


home the charge, clinching the victory 
ky heroic defense of the crest. This ie 
not the view of the officers and soldiers 
outside of the rough riders. 
The regi- 


ment did well—for a volunteer regiment 
unusually well—but deserves no more 
praise than the others. After describing 
the march down the road to the San 
Jnan river Roosevelt tells in two offi- 
cial reports and in his magazine narra- 
tive how the charge originated and the 
part the rough riders took in it. In his 
magazine story he says: "I sent mes- 
senger after messenger to try to find 
General Sumner or General Wood and 
get permission to advance, and was 
just about making up my mind that in 
the absence of orders I had better 
'march toward the gnns,' when Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Dorst came riding up 
through the storm of bullets with the 
•welcome command 'to move forward 
and support the regulars in the assault 
in the hills in front.' " 


Roosevelt says that the instant he re- 


ceived the order his "crowded hour be- 
gan." He formed the regiment in col- 
umn of Troops, deployed in skirmishing 
order, and took his place with the real. 
Somehow—the reason given is not clear 
—he forged his way to the front of hie 
own regiment. 
The Ninth cavalry was 


in front, the First regulars in the left of 
the rough riders. In his narrative the 
colonel eays, "And these went up 'Ket- 
tle' hill with my regiment." "Kettle" 
bill is the name given to the outlying 
spur of the ridge which was first cap- 
tuied. Roosevelt's first report is not so 
clear as his second, and this last states 
distinctly: "We charged the blockhouse 
and intrencbments on the hill to our 
right against a heavy fire. It was taken 
in good style, the men of my regiment 
thus being the first to capture any for- 
tified position and to break through the 
Spanish lines." 


This statement is in the report dated 


July 20, and from similar verbal ones 
probably originated the extravagant 
claims made for the rough riders. Get- 
ting into position, Roosevelt says he 
waved his hat and gave the prder to 
charge the hill in front—that is, "Ket- 
tle" hill. This is his literal statement 
of what followed: 


"Out of my sight, over on the right, 


Captains McBlain and Taylor of the 
Ninth made up their minds independ- 
ently to charge first abont this time, 
and almost at the same moment Colo- 
nels Carroll and Hamilton, who were 
off, 
I believe, to my left, where we 


could neither see them nor hear their 
men, 
gave the order to advance. But of 


all this I knew nothing at the time. 
The whole line, tired of -waiting and 
eager to close with the enemy, was 
straining to go forward, and it seems 
that different parts slipped the leash at 
almost the same moment. The First 
cavalry came up just behind and partly 
mised with 
my regiment and the 


Ninth." Having previously stated in 
this narrative that the Ninth and First 
went up "Kettle" hill with the rough 
riders, it is clear that Roosevelt claimed 
too much in his official report in saying, 
"My regiment thus being the first to 
capture any fortified position." 


The real difficulty is to find among 


all the statements jnst what the rough 
riders did as a regiment. There was 
gallant work amd heavy loss. Roosevelt 
carries the narrative to a critical point, 
then rambles off into statements of 
what the Ninth or Tenth or First or 
Third regulars did. One may glean 
from his account that the Tenth cavalry 
actually led ' the charge on "Kettle' 
hill, but farther on the verbose colonel 
eays that the guidons of some of his 
Troops were first planted on the hill. In 
the same sentence he says, "On the ex- 
treme right of the hill, at the opposite 
end from where we struck it, Captains 
Taylor and McBlain anci their men of 
the Ninth wero first up." Now the 
right of tha hill was where the house, 
miscalled a blockhouse by Roosevelt, 
stood. It was not a blockhouse. There 
were some trenches, but the Spaniards 
made no defense. The Ices sustained by 
the charging columns was due to firing 
from the main ridge. "Kettle" hill was 
not in the Spanish line of defense, but 
was an outwork, nnd its capture did 
not constitute a break in the enemy's 
line, as claimed by Roosevelt. 


The cnptnreof "Kettle" hill was gal- 


lantly done, and it was timely, for it 
proved n vantage ground for attack on 
the real Spanish positions beyond it. 
But the rough riders seem to have hud 
no specially brilliant part in it. The 
regiment's place was on the right of 
the second lino. Roosevelt and the two 
companies with him went np the left 
or southeast knco of tiio hill; hence 
marched obliquely across the field, it 
was said in camp that HooseTSlJ lost his 


b«a»»$« and, juietaVing San Jn»" f°rt 
lor the ted bonne on "KtsUte" bill, 
practically abandoned hip r^'uient. 
For this reason J)e deals in generalities 
in bis report, and really accounts for 
hot four of bis eight troops, two only 
of these being with him "perHonally. 


The most important events of the day 


for the cavalry followed the capture of 
"Kettle" hill. Roosevelt's first report 
says: ,"When the men got their wind, 
we charged again and carried the sec- 
ond line of intrenchments with a rush. 
Swinging to the left, we then drove the 
Spaniards over the brow of the chain of 
billBfronting on Santiago." Bearing in 
mind that this is the official report of 
the rough riders by their commanding 
officer, it must be taken as meaning 
that the rough riders "carried the sec- 
ond line" and "drove the Spaniards 
over the brow." In his second report 
Colonel Roosevelt says that after Fort 
San Juan was taken a large force was 
assembled on "Kettle" hill, not only of 
hie own regiment, but of the Ninth and 
portions of other regiments. This is 
well known. He then states: "We then 
charged forward under a heavy fire 
across the valley against the Spanish m- 
trenchinents on the hill in rear of San 
Juan hill. This we also took, capturing 
several prisoners." He received orders 
to halt and hold the crest. At the time 
he had fragments of the Sixth cavalry 
and an occasional infantryman under 
him, 300 or 400 men all told. The rough 
riders numbered D43 and lost 87 in all, 
making abont 475 on duty. But there 
were other troopers than the Sixth and 
rongh riders with Roosevelt at the time. 


Either Roosevelt is confused as to the 


order of events or he and his rough rid- 
ers had nothing to do with the capture 
of the second ridge, or San Juan hill. 
He places his rush forward after Par- 
ker's Gatlings opened on F?rt San Jnan. 
At that hour the cavalry advance was 
rushing along the swale toward the sec- 
ond ridge. Roosevelt eays that when he 
saw the Spaniards abandon Fort San 
Jnan he called upon his men to charge 
the hills in front, that is, north San 
Juan ridge. His details of what follow- 
ed, coming from the colonel of the regi- 
ment reported to have done wonders 
that day, need no comment. Roosevelt 
jumped a fence and went on alone, 
thinking the men would follow, but at 
the end of 100 yards found he had but 
five rough riders with him. He told 
them to stay where they were while he 
went back and brought up the rest of 
the "brigade."(') After a spirited col- 
loquy the dilatory rough ridere begged 
to be led forward, but Roosevelt want- 
ed the "other regiments to come, too,' 
eo he ran back to General Snmner, com-

According to Roosevelt, Stunner told 
him to go ahead, and he (Snmner) 
would see that the men followed. Just 
what men he meant is uncertain. Stun- 
ner had already ordered the First caval- 
ry and battalion of the Third to re- 
main on "Kettle" hill. The Sixth was 
moving tip the hill in touch with the 
infantry, and a battalion of the Third 
was climbing the slope in front of "Ket- 
tle" hill while Roosevelt was going 
through these motions evidently to get 
his own regiment into shape.

shaped ridge or salient, subsequently 
called Hough Eiders' hill, but which 
they did not capture. Roosevelt says he 
had a mixed force and about 50 of his 
own men. This corresponds to the state 
ment of Captain Morton of the Third 
cavalry. Morton became senior on the 
front line by the wounding of Major 
Wessells and went along the crest from 
right to left to find out his strength. 
He located 40 to 45 rough riders nt 8 -.80 
p. m. A soldier of the regiment who 
had been on duty nt headquarters went 
in search of the command that night 
and reached its colonel and all there 
was of the regiment about 10 o'clock. 
He said that what surprised him most 
was that there wore "so few rough 
riders there. " In his mind the rough 
riders should muster 600, barring the 
fallen. 


Now the rough riders lost on July 1 


nnd 3, 87 killed and wounded. They did 
their share of facing Mausers and earned 
n shi;re in the glory.

All the young growth, as well as the 
flower, flower stalks and unexpanded 
flowers, are covered by numerous hairs 
that exude a sticky secretion, whica 
makes the plant clammy to the touch, 
and which has a peculiar odor.

beauty of the rather delicate flowers. 
\Vt- do not find this shrub generally 
kept in the nurseries, but it is not rare 
in rocky places in the Northern .States, 
and is readily transplanted.

Allujjhanies for settlement lu western

It is well to accustom him to take a 
piece of wood into his mouth like a hit, 
repeatedly before putting on the bridle. 
This done, let him stand an hour not 
fastened, or give him a few turns about 
a circle, holding him by a twenty-foot 
rein or rope. 
1-revious lessons should 


have accustomed hurl to take various 
paces at the will of his trainer about 
such a ring, sugar or other dainty hav- 
ing been the re-.varrl of well-doing. At 
the second lesion in harness, let an 
assistant take the line in centre of ths 
circle, while the trainer takes the reins 
behind the colt, at first merely holding 
them, then letting him feel the weight 
of the hand on th-'m. and finally guid- 
ing him, little by little, until he may ho 
driven Independently of the assistant, 
and beyond the: circle.

The trnth ig that the Second Massa- 


chnsetts went to Cuba expecting a hart 
time, prepared to face it and wnxion> 
to take points from old hands at th; 
business of soldiering. About half th 
men were raw recruits, for the oul 
members didn't all ;.v.»s the doctors. 
The recruita were of the same class as 
the original members and from 
the 


aaine towns and cities. Springfield 
3 companies out of 12; Worcester, 8; 
Holyoke. 1; Orange, 1; Gardner, 1 
Northampton, 1: Greenfield, 1, and Ad- 
ams, 1. 


The Second left the ship at Daiguiri 


without rations, and as one of the cam- 
paigners declared, the Great Hunger 
commenced as soon as the regiment was 
ashore. A hurry cali took the regiment 
out to Seviila to re-enforce General 
Young's cavalry on the field of Las 
Gnasiiuns. Getting short of rations the 
'mounted officers turned their horses in- 
to pack animals to get up supplies from 
Siboney landing. Tobacco became so 
scarce that §5 wonic! be given for a fine 
cut plug. The adjutant went to Siboney 
for a supply of the weed but could not 
get more than a square inch of thin 
plug per man. All these trials and. pri- 
vations have been gone over again and 
again in print, and the most has been 
made of them. I mention them here at 
the outset to show that the Second had 
its share of every ill, and I found -the 
men at Camp Wikoff not disposed to 
dwell much upon them. They were 
proud of their military achievement and 
took all, except the fever, as a matter 
of course. The fever record of the Sec 
ond was terrible. 


But it was on the inarch from Seviila 


to El Caney that the real hardship of 
the campaign began. Rations for thrtt! 
days had been distributed and the men 
had orders to cuok them, but few obey- 
ed. Some of the rations were not dis- 
tributed by the company commissaries 
and were carried in bulk by men detail- 
ed for the purpose. All of this brings r.p 
the issue as between novices and old sol- 
diers, and, of roiivse, officers as woil as 
men must bo included in the strictures. 
The idea of the crowd is that the gov- 
ernment can and will tio everything 
There is n time when soldiers must do 
for themselves. 


It was fl o'clock p. m. when the regi 


m -* with the rest of Gc.noral Liul- 
low o Brigade, set unt for El Cauey. The 
march was over a rough and slippery 
hill trail, wet from an afternoon rain 
The men detailed to carry rations, had 
also their Springfield rifles and extra 
ammunition so the trail was soon strewn 
with bacon in the side, hags of coffee, 
cans of tomatoes and hard tuck. \\ hen 
the men subsequently returned along 
this trail to recover (lie sorely needed 
uitions, the hovdo of Cuban camp fol- 
lowers had carried off everything. 


About 
10 at night tho command 


reached level, grassy fields south of E! 
Caney and east of Santiago. The mra 
wore under orders not to build lirrs, not 
to talk loud, and, worn out with tho heat 
and todioua inarch, they lay down in 
tho wot grass and slept.

The (hort march on the morning of 


July 1 was toward El Cauey battlefield. 
Led by the regulars of the Eighth and 
Twenty-second the line marched past 
Capron'sgans, which had already open- 
ed the ball. Finally, while the Second 
was inarching west along a narrow 
tra,j orderif can)e to U10V8 by tho right 
Hank into the brnsh. This ehift of di- 
rection bronght the men soon in front 
of the Spanish lines. Capron's firing 
meanwhile grew heavier, and the Man- 
ser fire aimed at the regulars in front

the heads of the Massachusetts men
